General Meeting of Tulare County 
Boosters Held at Fresno and the 
People of That City Pledge Their

PORTERVILLE, Feb. 17.—If con- 
certed action, persistent work and the 
boost spirit count for anything, Por- 
terville will succeed in her determina- 
tion to secure the routing of the pro- 
posed $18,000,000 State highway down 
the east side of the San Joaquin Val- 
ley.
